Action Line 


Is there some time limit on when gar- 


bage in plastic bags can be put outside on 
the curb? Some people on our block put 
their trash out three and four days early, 
and neighborhood dogs are always ripping 
into the bags before the garbage men pick 
them up. 


There is no specific time limitation 


mentioned in the city code. Chapter 9, 
Section 7 tells you where to put your trash, 
but not when: 


"It shall be the duty of the head of every 


family... to place or cause to be placed, a 
garbage container on the rear of the lot of 
(his) premises, where pickups are made 
from alleys in the rear of such premises. It 
shall be unlawful for any person to place 
any such container in any alley within the 
City and in all cases where garbage is to be 
collected from the alley, the container 
shall be placed entirely within the lot line 
adjacent to, but not in, the alley. Where 
there is no alley, and where garbage is 
collected from the street in front of such 
premises, such garbage can, trash and 
rubbish shall be placed inside the curb line 
on the street, or at such other place as 
may be designated by the City manager ... 
to be collected by the city garbage 
vehicles." 


Can you find out why it is mandatory for 


girls at Drane Middle School to have tennis 
shoes and then have to pull them off in the 
gym if using a mat? The gym doors are 
open most of the time and the girls are in 
the cold and in their stockings. Also, do the 
sixth grade girls have to climb high in the 
air on other girls for tumbling when the 
student and the parents object? 


Students are required to remove their 


tennis shoes because the tumbling mats 
used in the class -you mention are very 
expensive, Drane administrators say. 
Those mats were purchased after students 
and teachers raised the money to buy 
them, and the school is trying to keep them 
in as good a shape as possible. 


A second reason for the requirement is 


for student safety, the administrators also 
said. In the tumbling exercises, there is 
always the possibility of one child kicking 
another and the coaches feel that there is 
less chance of injury without the shoes. 


The school denied your statement that 


gym doors are left open "all the time," 
saying that the only time those doors are 
left open is in warm weather. 


You may have your child excused from 


the tumbling exercises you mention if you 
are concerned about the child's safety 
simply by so informing the school prin- 
cipal in writing. This will not exempt your 
child from the gym course, but it will 
excuse her from participating in the 
formation of pyramids and other similar 
gymnastics. 


Does Corsicana have any "Toys for 


Tots" type programs where people can 
give new toys to needy children? 


Yes. The Salvation Army here maintains 


a program similar to the one you mention, 
and they take both new and used toys and 
give them to underpriviledged children. 


The Fire Department said some people 


have been bringing toys to the fire station 
and the department has in turn been 
forwarding those toys to the Salvation 
Army. 


If you wish to donate to this program you 


may take toys to the Salvation Army at 
their local headquarters, 212 E. 1st Ave. 
They will appreciate it.

because we just don't have the space for a 
group of people to congregate," he said. 


There is a sign out front cf the jail so 


stating those who can visit. Visiting hours 
for those allowed are from 2 until 4 p.m. on 
Sundays and Wednesdays. 


When construction began on West High- 


way 31, the Highway Department com- 
pletely resurfaced the existing pavement, 
from the Pizza Hut to the football stadium.

Zoning change tabled because 
Scottish Inn taxes not paid

A local motel was tem- 


porarily denied a zoning change 
request by city commissioners 
last night because the business 
owes the city more than $5,000 
in city taxes. 


The 
Scottisli 
Inn 
had 


requested a change in zoning 
from Industrial-1 to General 
Retail so it could operate a club 
within the motel, but City Atty. 
Glenn Stewart advised com- 
missioners to table the request 
until those taxes were paid. 


Stewart said the business 


owed the city for unpaid real 
estate taxes, personal property 
taxes and motel taxes. 


"THE QUESTION IS, should 


you allow such a change as this 
for a business that operates the 
way they do," Stewart said. 


He detailed to commissioners 


his efforts to collect those taxes, 
saying he had contacted the 
company's 
national 
office 


several times and still the taxes 
had not been paid. When asked, 
he recommended tabling the 
action rather than passing it 
with 
conditions 
attached 


requiring tax payment. 


On a motion by Commissioner 


H. R. Stroube Jr., the com- 
mission voted unanimously to 
table the item until the next 
meeting to see if the motel 
would pay the back taxes. 


Commissioners 
voted 


unanimously to award bids 
totalling $11,875 for the con- 
struction of a concrete boat 
ramp, and parking lot at Lake 
Halbert. 


THE 
CONTRACT 
WAS 


awarded to both of the only two 
bidding 
companies, 
Golden 


Construction Co. and Woods & 
Bland Co., both of Corsicana. 
Bid specifications were broken 
into three sections, one for the 
gravel for the parking lot, a 
second for the black topping for 
that lot and a third for the ramp 
itself. 


Golden Construction bid only 


on the paving portion of the 
specifications, while Woods & 
Bland bid only on the concrete 
ramp. 
Municipal 
Service 


Director Delma Ware noted 
that the concrete work was "a 
little bit unusual" in that the 
concrete had to be poured and 
then slide into the water. And 
few area companies, he said, 
are equipped to do that. 


Both bids were approved 


unanimously. 
Golden Con- 


struction's portion will total 
$8,332 while Woods & Bland will 
receive $3,543 for its work. 


Other business in the short 


meeting included an approval 
on first reading of a zoning 
change from Residential-4 to 
Neighborhood Services for. a 
barber shop in the 1000 block of 
E. 1st Ave. Noting that there 
had been three endorsements of 
the 
shop 
by 
neighboring 


property owners and no ob- 
jections, the commission noted 
unanimously to approve the 
change. The request was made 
by Raymond A. Williams. 


OTHER ZONING CHANGES 


approved include a change from 
Agriculture to Light Industrial 
for 225 acres bounded by East 
Hwy. 31, 1-45, and Post Oak 
Creek. 


One resident of that area, 


Mrs. 
Katherine McDonald, 


appeared and asked about the 
noise which might result from 
new industry in that area. 


Ware assured the woman that 


a light industrial zoning implied 
pollution restrictions that in- 
clude noise pollution. 


Ware himself requested that 


change on behalf of the city; 


saying several companies had 
looked at the property for in- 
dustrial use. The motion passed 
with all voting "yes" except 
Commissioner Jim Lightfoot, 
who himself ownes a business in 
that area. He abstained. 


AT THE REQUEST of the 


Fidelity Life Insurance Co., a 
150 by 150 lot on North Main was 
changed from General Retail to 
Commercial district to allow a 
motorcycle sales and service 
business to be built there. 


A spokesman for that com- 


pany said 
they made 
the 


request before 
selling the 


property, which is only a por- 
tion of the land there owned by 
the company.

PALESTINE — Anderson County civic and 


political figures charged up-river favoritism 
and demanded immediate action on Ten- 
nessee Colony Reservoir during the Tuesday 
meeting here of the Trinity River Authority's 
Basin Planning Committee. 


While only three of the 10 people testifying 


during the public hearing opposed the TRA's 
17 year old master plan, Palestine Mayor 
Harry Brown, Anderson County Judge N. R. 
Link and Palestine Chamber of Commerce 
representative 
Carroll 
Pouncey 
each 


chastised the TRA planners for 17 years of 
nothing but promises for the mid-river area. 


But while the planners expressed sympathy 


with the long-sufferings of the mid-river 
people, they noted, too, that the earliest 
possible completion date for Tennessee 
Colony would be in the late 1980's. 


TRA planning chairman Guy Jackson 


explained during the question and answer 
session that the Corps of Engineers has 
estimated 10 years for construction of the 
lake, the designs and environmental impact 
statements on which have not yet been 
completed. 


Link, who apologized to the planners for his 


bitterness, was the most 
scathing 
in 


denouncing "Up River Forces" who get their 
every river wish while withholding support 
for people downstream. 


"WE ARE TIRED OF waiting," Link said, 


"Waiting for a solution to our flooding 
problems. Waiting on promises that never 
come true. We are tired of the lip-service and 
promises flowing out of Dallas, dominated by 
Trinity interests, which promise over-all 
solutions for the river and produce only 
odorous sewage which fouls our river and 
ruins our crops." 


Link continued: 
"We here in the Mid-Basin are sometimes 


referred to as "River Folks" but gentlemen, 
believe it or not, we didn't just ride into town 


on the watermelon wagon. We are aware of 
the situation in the upper basin. We are aware 
of the Dallas and Fort Worth designs' upon 
our potential water supplies to solve their 
future needs. We know that every request for 
river .improvements in the Upper Basin has 
been granted and that the Lakeview Project 
is scraping the bottom of the barrell of 
selfishness and that the "nothing" benefits 
assigned to the Mid-Basin are easy to in- 
ventory." 


PROCLAIMING HIS county no longer 


content to "hang onto the coattails of 
promises," Link called on the planners to join 
the mid-river people, who "have supported 
you all these years while receiving nothing in 
return," and "abandon the 'Up River Forces' 
which are destroying your well-intended 
program." 


Specifically, Link called for water con- 


servation lakes in the mid-Trinity, flood 
control provisions for upstream lakes, the 
removal of metropolitan sewage from the 
river and barge navigation for the river. 


"The clock of patience is running," Link 


concluded, "We want action. We want results 
in the mid-basin. We want the Tennessee 
Colony Reservoir and flood control and we 
want it now." 


Under questioning from Jackson, Link 


assured the group that his county would take 
all necessary steps to avoid the septic tank 
problems 
incurred 
in 
the 
develop- 


ments around Lake Livingston. 


Link, the second of the speakers who ap- 


peared before the planners and about 70 
persons at the Anderson College Center, 
reiterated the claims made by Brown, who 
began the testifying. 


Brown noted how Palestine has been 


waiting on the development of the lake for 
years and adding that the flood control aspect 
of the lake is especially vital now as food 
shortages spread worldwide and all the 
available land is needed for food production. 


HE ALSO TOLD the planners that Trinity 


flooding often closes the Highway 287 bridge 
over the Trinity. 


"We're ready to get this reservoir built," 


Brown said. 


Pouncey, too, told the planners that the 


mid-river people are "tired of being treated 
like step-children," bearing the brunt of the 
flooding while the "up river folks are getting 
all the progress." 


Calling for immediate action on Tennessee 


Colony, Pouncey said the big lake would have 
a 
"tremendous 
multiple 
impact" 


on the area, a reference to the lake's flood 
control, water supply and navigation aspects. 


While supporters of immediate action also 


decried the present polluted conditions of the 
river as it flows through Anderson County, 
one opponent to Tennessee Colony expressed 
doubts about the water quality in the 
proposed reservoir. 


Larry Lamely of Palestine said he does not 


really oppose the lake if the lake is going to 
have clean water, but that the high nitrate 
and phosphate levels in the river would not 
make such a lake possible. 


Lamely noted how flooding in Dallas 


sewage plants pushes various stages of 
treated sewage into the river and added that 
"The Dallas-Fort Worth area must solve its 
sewage problems before Tennessee Colony 
can offer any quality water for anything." 


DURING THE QUESTION period, TRA 


General Manager David Brune told the group 
that from $200-400 million in improvements 
will be forthcoming at Dallas treatment 
plants and that further studies were trying to 
find out ways to stop pollution from storm 
run-off s. 


Jackson added that once the lake were 


completed, water treatment plants could 
make the lake's water drinkable. He further 
noted that while the North Central Texas 
Council of Governments says Tennessee 
Colony water will not be needed in north 
:Texas, Houston is desperately searching for 
new water supplies. 


Michael McNowell of the Trinity Valley 


Audubon Society challenged all master plan 
solutions to major Trinity problems. He 
advocated letting the river's flood plain serve 
as "a natural kidney" for the river instead of 
impounding the water at Tennessee Colony. 


He noted further that the recreational 


values of natural areas are "just as vital" 
lakeside recreation; fish and waterfowl would 
be only the wildlife "enhanced" by the 
program since other species would be driven 
from their homes; hydro-electricity would not 
be a worthwhile investment at the dam 
because of the river flow and McNowell added 
that new regulations will make railroads 
more competitive and resolve the demand for 
barge traffic. 


ALSO SPEAKING against the master plan 


as it currently reads was Ivy Payne of 
Elkhart, who criticized building the seven 
mile dam to impound Tennessee Colony Lake 
and any other dams and channels. 


Miss Payne advocated non-structural flood- 


plain management as an alternative to 
damming and ditching. 


Also speaking at the hearing were Warden 


Don Costilow and Agriculture Manager Paul 
Newton from the Coffield Unit of the Texas 
Department of Corrections. The men agreed 
that though the prison would lose about 4,000 
acres if Tennessee Colony Lake becomes a 
reality, the prison would benefit by being able 
to use more land downstream because of the 
flood control aspects of the dam. 


Bob Reeves of Palestine thanked the TRA 


men for their work and told them to "tell us 
what we can do to help and we will." 


In a similar vein, Oliver McReynolds of 


Palestine compared the Trinity Valley's 
future to that of the Tennessee River 
area once the Tennessee Valley Authority 
took hold of that river. He painted a picture of 
more industries in the area with local people 
able to work and make good livings without 
leaving home.

Possible murder attempt 
rises in Quinlan case 


TRENTON, N.J. (AP) - A 


newly revealed investigation to 
determine if someone tried to 
kill Karen Anne Quinlan before 
she lapsed into a coma could 
complicate her parents' battle 
to allow her to die. 


Court papers filed Tuesday in 


Rock Island, 111., disclosed that 
Miss Quinlan, 21, had a lump 
on the back of her head and 
several bruises on the lower 
part of her body the night she 
was admitted to a hospital, last 
April 15.

broke the story before the court 
papers were filed, quoted un- 
named sources as saying au- 
thorities also are trying to de- 
termine if a pimp and an "old- 
er woman" who worked at a 
massage 
parlor may 
have 


somehow been involved. 


The investigators also want 


to know whether Miss Quinlan 
was illegally supplied with the 
barbiturates and tranquilizers 
reportedly found in her blood 
and in urine tests the night she 
was admitted to the hospital, 
the newspaper said. 


A judge last month rejected a 


request from the young wom- 
an's parents that would have 
allowed doctors to disconnect 
the machinery that has kept 
Miss Quinlan alive for eight 
months. 


Miss Quinlan's parents, Mr. 


and Mrs. Joseph Quinlan, argue 
the young woman is in a ve- 
getative state, with no chance 
of recovery, and have taken the 
case to New Jersey's Supreme 
Court. A hearing is scheduled 
for Jan. 26. 


William F. Hyland, New Jer- 


sey's attorney general, said he 
wants to see if foul play was 
involved 
in 
producing 
the 


coma. 


"There was no apparent ex- 


planation for the existence of 
certain bruises on her body," 
Hyland said. "The existence of 
the bruises created an addition- 
al responsibility for me to in- 
quire further as to how and 
why they had been sustained or 
inflicted." 


The papers, filed in Illinois in 


an attempt to secure the return 
of a witness, referred to pos- 
sible violations of the law, in- 
cluding "atrocious assault and 
battery and assault with intent 
to kill." 


Despite the information in the 


court papers, however, Hyland 
said, "We don't know if we 
have a crime, we have no sus- 
pects, we don't have any tar- 
gets." 


Should criminal charges re- 


sult from the investigation, 
sources said, they would pose 
serious complications to the 
outcome of the parents' suit. A 
key question would be whether 
any assailant of Miss Quinlan 
would become subject to a 
murder charge if she were 
allowed to die. 


In a 1974 case in California, 


Andrew D. Lyons was con- 
victed of voluntary manslaugh- 
ter in the shooting death of 
Samuel Allen Jr. The defense 
argued that the shooting didn't 
cause Allen's death because the 
victim's heart beat until it was 
removed for a transplant. 


A judge ruled, however, that 


Allen was dead at the time of 
the transplant, that he had died 
of brain damage caused by the 
gunshot. 


The intervention of outside 


forces would be even more of 
an issue in the Quinlan case 
since she is considered to be 
alive by all medical and legal 
standards. Whether a court 
would jeopardize an eventual 
defendant's case by allowing 
her to die is a tough legal ques- 
tion. 


The court papers filed in Il- 


linois, issued by a New Jersey 
judge, summoned William Zy- 
wot to testify before a grand 
jury investigating the newest 
aspect of the case. 


Zywot, who was with Miss 


Quinlan the night she lapsed 
into a coma, said through his 
attorney Tuesday that he would 
appear in Trenton later this 


week. 


Zywot, 22, was with Miss 


Quinlan between April 3 and 
April 15, the court papers said. 
Authorities have said Miss 
Quinlan, Zywot and others oc- 
cupied a bungalow .in rural Sus- 
sex County during that time. 


Zywot was one of three men 


with Miss Quinlan at a Sussex 
County bar hours before she 
fell into the coma. 


Authorities investigating the 


case would not comment on the 
newspaper reports linking the 
pimp and "older woman" to 
the case. 


The Post said the two were 


once employed at the Holiday 
Sauna, a massage parlor in 
Rockaway Township, N.J., that 
was razed last April after it 
was damaged in a fire that also 
destroyed a nearby store. 


The pimp is the main target 


of the state's investigation, the 
Post said. 


An attorney for Miss Quin- 


lan's parents said he sees no 
relevance to an investigation 
into what may have caused the 
coma. 


"Seven of the finest physi- 


cians in the country testified 
they ruled out a physical 
trauma causing the injury," 
said Paul W. Armstrong.
